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MASSACHUSETTS HIGH SCHOOL LEAGUE 


Edmund F. Bunyon 


N Saturday, January 17, in the 

Girl’s Latin School, the second 
meeting of the Massachusetts High 
School League was held. The meet- 
ing was opened by the President of the 
Leseue, William Jones of Lynn Class- 
i») Sehool, who introduced. Captain 
Mozize, formerly of the French Army, 
who is now at Harvard. Captain 
Morize spoke on reconstruction in 
Hurope of the housing conditions, fin- 
ance, and of. social conditions, Also 
a genera] discussion was held on the 
methods of Unifying the Government 
Social Conditions and value of men in 
America, with the part which the 
league might do to better these. 

Following the addresses by Captain 
Morize it was agreed that a secretary 
should be chosen, who should arrange 
for the speakers to visit the different 
schools and speak on topics of general 
interest. 

Following a solo by Miss Johnson 
accompanied by Miss Higgins, both of 
Lynn Classical School, Mr. Schuyler 
Herron, of the Savings Department of 
the U. S. Treasury, addressed the meet- 
ing. Mr. Herrow spoke on conditions 
after the war which must be bettered. 


by cooperating with the Government 


in the matter of Savings. Mr. Herrow 
touched on the unfittedness of the 
Europeans, especially Belgian children 
beeause of lack of nourishment, and of 
the effect of this on the next generation 
He gave as the amount of waste in the 
World War $337,900,000,000, which 
must all be rebuilt. Mr. Herrow urged 


that all aid in this by helping the gov- 
ernment in saving, and by helping it 
stamp out Bolshevism. 

The last speaker was the Rev. Henry 
K. Sherril, a former Chaplain of a Base 
Hospital in France. | 

Mr, Sherril spoke on conditions 
changed at the beginning of the war 
and the growth of ill-feeling caused by 
selfishness and hypocrisy. He also 
touched on the meaning of the old 
slogan ‘‘ America First’’ and the neces- 
sity, at this particular time, of ‘‘Service 
before Self.’’ The remainder of his 
address was on the question of capital, 
labor, and the solving of the problems 
arising from these sources. Mr. Sherril 
concluded by noting the necessity of 
unselfishness to the community, to the 
country, and to the world. 

After this the Brookline High School 
Mandolin Club played a few selections 
before the adjournment of the meeting. 
The next meeting is planned for Sat- 
urday February 14, at which, as at 
every meeting hereafter it is planned 
to admit ten new schools to the league. 
At this meeting the following High 
Schools were represented: Arlington, 
Brockton, Brookline, Coneord, Boston, 
English, Girls Latin, Lynn English, 
Lynn Classical, Newton, Roxbury, 
Roxbury Latin, Rindge, and Windsor.

‘Kentucky Babe,’’ 
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THE HYDROPLANE 


N THE latter part of last November 
three Rindge students, Fred W. 


Greer, Carl J. Boloski and Walter F. 
Goodspeed, decided to build some 
thing that would be a novelty, both for 
them and for the school. These boys 
have taken a great deal of interest in 
constructing models of aeroplanes, and 
have even constructed a large man 
earrying glider. It seemed quite 
natural for them to decide to build a 
water eraft which is known as a Cata- 
maran type of hydroplane. This pro- 
sect, as far as is known, is the first of 
its kind to be undertaken by any high 
school students in this country. 

All of the parts to the hydroplane. 
were constructed by the three boys in 
the pattern shop after school, and by 
doing so, they sacrificed much of their 
time. The hydroplane when completed 
will be twelve feet long and four feet 
wide. The engine is a 40 H.P. 4 eylin- 
der Curtis and drives a propeller which 
is six feet long and is perfectly bal- 
anced. The under-part consists of two 
pontoons, twelve feet long and one and 
one half feet wide, which are strong 


air-tight compartments, which hold the 
body well out of the water. 

The body of the plane is covered with 
canvas, which has been painted dark 
brown. There are two seats, one for 
the mechanic and one for the passenger. 
As the foward part of the body is very 
narrow, it will be necessary for the 
driver to occupy the back seat, where 
the steering device is to be found. 

In the winter, side runners ean be re- 
placed for the pontoons and also a rear 
runner to act as a rudder, thus allowing 
the hydroplane to be operated on the 
Ice. 

It is expected that the plane will be 
completed within five weeks. When 
fully equipped, the craft should make 
a speed of twenty miles an hour on ice 
and twenty or twenty-five miles an 
hour on water. 

The eraft is the sole property of Fred 
jreer, and he expects to keep it in one 
of the boat-houses along the Charles 
River.

For some time the students of Rindge 
have been waiting and expecting lock- 
ers which would give them a safe place 
to keep books, coats, shop material, etc. 
One day a short while ago we noticed 
a number of long narrow boxes in the 
basement, and wondered, of course. 
what they contained. Some . said, 
*““Machinery,’’ others said ‘‘ Coffins for 
the dead ones who do not buy the 
Register.”’ But we waited, and 
watched. 


Now if one should go into the base- 
ment he would see the lockers all set up 
ndinuse. They are made of sheet steel 
5 feet high, 16 inches wide, and 15 
inches deep. Each locker is made to 
accommodate two boys very comfort- 
ably. Double hooks are provided to 
hold coats, hats, and shop.coats. The 
floor is large enough to hold rubbers. 


THE LOCKERS 


shelf on which may be kept books and 
lunches, without inconveniencing either 
occupant of the locker. On the whole 
these lockers are far superior to the old 
ones in regard to size, and their security 
is unquestionable. Each locker has a 
handle whieh, when turned, throws into 
place a bolt on the top, bottom, and side 
and when the key is turned in the loek 
these bolts are secured, so that they 
may be opened only by one of the 
occupants of the locker. 


The lockers are arranged in three 
double lines in the main basement of 
the Washington Building, so that each 
may be in the same acceptable condition 
is hoped that the students will appreci- 
ate and take care of these lockers, in 
order that, when they vacate them, they 
may be in the same acceptable condition 
as they were when received.
